Decide what commirtcatjons equipment you wW 
need and test that K work* in the area. Trunk 
about the UkeMhood ol carrying away evidence on 
your clothes and took (or places on the getaway 
route for dumping clothes and perhaps tools, look 
for possible regroup points (perhaps a mite or so 
away) where people could meet up ff the action 
goes wrong and everyone has to scatter. 

Detail Actio* Plan 

This plan should IW out the basic plan with all 
the rest of the Infocmadon needed to carry out tha 
action. It should go from the point people meat to 
goon the action to the point people disperse at 
the end. ft need* to include precise timings, which 
routes will be taken, what wH be ftappenlng at 
each stage of tn« action, who win be 
commurveating wth who. what tools and other 
■qutoment wtt) be nee d e d , what wti happen to the 
vehicle, and what rotes need to be fated. *t 
driver, navigator, spotters etc. 

The plan should also Identify places to dump 
Inertoilnating evidenc e as wed as regroup point/*. 
If posstoto try and arrange to have a busted 
person on the end of a phone, weH away from the 
area the octton is taking place to, who can be 
cafed In an emergency. X might be helpful a* they 
had a large detailed map of the are* to direct you 
« you ring up and era lost. Use a secure mobile tor 
(Ms rather than a landline . 

Back up Plans 

The back up plan/a should be dona In the same 
way as the main action plan. Back ups couid be 
alternative actions to do at the target selected, or 



Consideration should be gkan to the oandBtort * 
in which the toMa) pian wfl be abandoned and how 

the decision to revert to a back up plan wHI be 
made and communicated to other*. 



Running Through the Plans 

If possible everyone gotng on the action should 
be involved in talking through the plan and matung 
any changes needed. Roles identified should be 
filled so everyone knows who to doing what , 
Decision* should be made about what to take (see 
box on 'Cheetdtst for Recces /Actions') and It 
should be established who to going to acquire the 
different Kerns and bring them to the meeting point 
for the action. Everyone should make sure they 
have any mobile phone number* or radio channels 
being used on the action. This to the point to 
Identify any new skiN* the group win need to use 
and arrange U practice them In a 'neutral' setting 
rather than In the mlddto of an action. 

Finally, people should decide how to organise 
themselves on the action. You could pair Off In 
buddies or spot toto smaller groups. Doing this 
makes It easier to took after one another, move 
quickly and know If anyone is missing. Make sure 
everybody know* the names and addresses they 
wtf be using if wrested. 

ACTION 

Before going to the meeting point for the action, 
run through the checklist of what you will need and 
give yourself urn* to get H al together. Be on tor* 
to meet up so people erenl toft suspiciously 
hanging around. It may be best to meet up at a 
neutral place rather than somebody's house or the 
centre of town. 

Once on the way to the action, make sure 
everyone is clear about what they are doing. Try 
not to stop on tha way unto** you really have to, 
and reme m ber that H ypu do have to stop moat 
petrol stations and town centres have CCTV, Al 
being wet. you « arrive at your destination without 
Incident. Put any dh gu toes . such a* hoods, mask* 
or gloves, on at the last moment, as If you sal 
pulled by the cops It's good to look straight. 

ff the action I* taking place at night It's bast 
not to use torches or Internal car Hghts for around 
20 minutes before you get dropped off. Thai aatows 
your eyes to become accustomed to the dark. 

One* the action starts by to keep focussed on 
what you are doing, but aware of where others are 
and what to going on around you. It's Important to 
foaow the communication structures you have 
decided on, e 4. making sure you are to 
earshot /sight of each other rf you need to pass a 



message on/check everyone Is there. Everyone 
should have a watch mat has been synchronised 
beforehand, so at the designated finishing time for 
the action people know to re-group and get ready 
to leave, ff there is no finish time maybe have an 
easily Idenufiable signal. 

Get together at the re-group point and check 
everybody is there and okay. This Is easier to do V 
everybody has teamed up Into buddy pain before 
the action and then sticks together and keep* an 
eye on each other. If people are missing try and 
arid out what ha* happened to them. Dependtogon 
the type of action and what happened Ihto may be 
a point where you want to destroy any Inertrntoetlng 



SECURITY 



To have * ©omptetery secure action to 
Impossible, Whatever you do there to • rtofc of 
getting caught. Security is about taking 
measures to lesser the chance* of this, A Haw 

way* people get caught include :

Diaries, plans, manuals, stuff toft at the 
action by accident or on purpose . 
cornmuniQuft*, stored Information on 
computers and paper trail* from the use of 
bank cards and the hire or purchase of 
equipment. Avoid these by always paying cash 
and destroying or removing everything relating 
to the action before you go on ft. Don't take 
anything traceable to you (Ik* ID or engraved 
Jewellery) on action*. Consider using false 10 
V you am hiring gear. If you must use a 
computer encrypt si ID** with PGP. 

Forensic Evidence 

Mainly kist ftoeejprinte and DMA. but atoo 
Includes matching up of tool usage, sol 
sample* nnd footprints. Watch out tor prints 
on things that aren't immediately obvious tote 
torch batteries. Ensure everytWrig to fingerprint 
free before the action and wear glove* and 
hats. Dispose of traceable Items like ctothes 
and tooto a* soon a* possMe post action.
